BLASTS HITLER 
CHURCH DECREE 


Berlin Catholic Leader 
Claims No Liberty 
Under Nazis 


BERLIN — The Catholic 
Bishop of Berlin, Count Kon- 
rad von Preysing, denounced 
in a pastoral letter read from 
the pulpits of his diocese, 
Nazi assertions that the Hitler 
regime was not attacking Christ- 
lanity. 

“One anti-church measure fol- 
lews another,” the letter said. 
‘Tn increasing measure a_ spirit 
hostile to Christianity rules the 
public and conflict of conscience 
increases. 

“What is the situation in re- 
gard to freedom of religion in 
reality?” the Bishop asked in his 
letter. “I shall tell you a few 
things that illustrate clearly the 
lack of freedom of the church 
and its faithful. 

“Twelve printing establish- 
nents in Germany that printed 
the encyclical ‘With Burning 
Anxiety’ were expropriated with- 
out compensation from their 
owners. 

Labeled Communists 

“In .the dioceses of Muenster, 
Paderborn, Trier and Limburg 
young men’s organizations were 
dissolved. The dissolution was 
explained with reference to the 
ordinance of the late Reich 
president for protection of the 
German nation from Communist 


revolutionaries. A number of 
Catholic periodicals have been 
banned indefinitely. 


“Every defense against the un- 
restrained propaganda exploiting 
the immorality trials is prevent- 
ed. Pamphlets serving the truth 
in this matter are confiscated. 

“On the other hand, writings 
are allowed to appear concerning 
which there can be no dispute 
bat that the contents are danger- 
ous to morals and untrue.

By evening we have reached a low hill close to Belchite. 
We know we must be close to the city because of the num- 
ber of bullets that go whistling by overhead.

Only Stray Bullets 

During the night we mount 
guard.

Labor's Non-Partisan League, by its 
founding convention a week ago, has estab- 
lished itself as a recognized political instru- 
ment of California labor. Now, the problem 
is to temper the instrument that has been 
created and to use it. 

To perfect that instrument, it is necessary 
to activize the League in the localities, and 
to involve the 400,000 persons it represents, 
in that activity. Every union man who par- 
ticipated in the election of delegates to the 
League convention now has the further duty 
of bringing his local into line with League 
activities. The setting up of county organi- 
zations and assembly branches—those are 
the next steps. 

Politicians mark the passage of time by 
primaries and final elections. But political 
activity of labor does not fall into such an 
easy groove. The League has set itself the 
goal of eliminating the injunction from Cali- 
fornia’s industrial life. That goal can be 
served NOW. 

Preparations for the initiative petition for 
a California anti-injunction act can be started 
immediately through the activity of the 
League in opposition to every one of the 
many injunctions being issued against unions 
throughout the State. 

Injunctions can be licked, the League can 
be built if the hosts of labor set their minds 


to it.

An Olive Branch

The News is rather quick to rejoice.

ry underlying it as brand new as they would 
have the public believe. 

In 1930, President Hoover called together 
the leaders of industry and leaders of the 
American Federation of Labor. And there 
were olive branches, and mutual pledges. 
William Green pledged that labor wouldn't 
strike for the duration of the “depression.” 
The industrialists pledged they wouldn't cut 
wages. 

William Green kept his promise as best 
he could. 

The industrialists broke their promise as 
best they could. 

Before the ‘depression’ receded, the olive 
branches were being used as kindling wood 
by homeless families in the Hoovervilles that 
dotted America’s river banks. 

That was a ‘noble experiment,” but like 
many another it was wrecked on the rocks of 
capitalist greed. Now, labor is asked to try 
it again. If it has learned from the past, it 
will be wary lest it mistake a siren song for 
the coo of a dove.

Tuberculosis and 


Governor Merriam 
crapped politicians customarily re- 
X ject as far-fetched the presentation of spe- 
cific results of their policies and actions. 

But Governor Merriam, who pocket-vetoed 
a measure enabling California to use some 
of the funds allotted for housing by the Fed- 
Government, might consider the fol- 
lowing: 

J. L. Pomeroy, Les Angeles County 
Health Director, has reported that in 
100 Belvedere Gardens slum homes he 
investigated, there were 116 active cases 
of tuberculosis. 
Other persons testifying on housing condi- 

tions before the State Assembly Interim Com- 
mittee on Social Welfare in Los Angeles, 
painted a picture that did not suggest a mod- 
ern American city, but rather read like the 
chronicle of a traveller in 15th century Lon- 
don. 

That's the condition, but to 
Merriam it was not a matter of so many 
cases of tuberculosis, so many victims of in- 
fantile paralysis—it was just some dry sta- 
tistics and financial accounts. 

Perhaps the Governor will try to wash his 
hands of all this as Pontius Pilate tried to 
do some 1900 years ago. But history has 
judged Pilate, and the voters of California 
will judge Merriam and his machine next

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LABOR UNITY CAN SAVE NATION 


| SMASHING WALL ST.’S SABOTAGE: 


By JOHN MELDON 


SINCE the start of the new 

business recession last Sep- 
tember, a million new jobless 
have been added to the nation’s 
unemployed lists, and another 
million have been shifted from 
full to part-time jobs. 

These facts were revealed last 
week on the floor of Congress 
during a scathing speech by 
Maury Maverick, fighting Texas 
Congressman, in which he wearn- 
ed Congress and the country 
against cutting down federal ex- 
penditures at a time when more 
funds are needed. 

The figures used by Congress- 
man Maverick in his speech, in- 
cidentally, are from government 
sources, and therefore certainly 
not the maximum number of 
actual victims of the new reces- 
sion. 


Stachel’s Answers 


TMHIS writer took up the sub- 

ject with Comrade Jack Sta- 
chel, member of the Political 
Bureau of the Communist Party, 
asking him—what must the CIO 
and AFL unions do to help stem 
these new attacks on the work- 
ing vlass—how best the unions 
can function to protect their 
own members, and the exploited 
masses generally. 

In reply to a series of ques- 
tions, put by the writer, Stachel 
answered in detail, giving the 
equivalent of a program for the 
unions in their struggle against 
increasing lay-offs, new wage- 
cuts, rising prices and so on. 

Real initiative at this time on 
the part of the unions in tack- 
ling the problem will not only 
strengthen the unions themselves, 
Stachel pointed out, but will act 
as a wedge into unorganized 
fields, subsequently adding 
power to the trade union move- 
ment generally: 

“The unions,” 
present time facing new diffi- 
culties which arise out of the 
problem of the increase in un- 


he said, “at the 


employment and lay-offs, can 
turn these difficulties into a 
means of strengthening the 
bonds, not only with their own 


members, but even with the un- 
organized. 


Bankrupt Theory 

“Provided,” Stachel went on, 
“they adopt a definite, concrete 
and immediate program of ac- 
tion designed to meet the prob- 
lem of lay-cffs and to alleviate 
the conditions of the unemployed 
workers within the union. 

“In this connection, I would 
like to point out that there has 
been a theory prevalent in the 
United States, that unions grow 
in periods of prosperity and de- 
cline in periods of depression. 
In the Cooliadge-Hoover period, 
one phase of this theory had the 
bottom knocked out of it. Thanks 
to the policy of the AFL leader- 
ship during that period the un- 
ions declined while we had re- 
lative prosperity in the country. 

It is now possible for the labor 
movement to demonstrate also 
the falsity of the second theory, 
namely, that unions weaken dur- 
ing depressions. We can actually 
look forward to an increase in 
membership in the unions in the 
present business recession, pro- 
vided the unions face this ques- 
tion of unemployment squarely. 


What Should Be Done 


“What should be the 
program? 

“In the first place the unions 
should recognize that the prob- 
lem of unemployment is a 
problem for the union itself. 

“During 1929-30 the AFL lead- 
ership took the opposite point 
of view; it did not fight for the 
unemployed, opposed unemploy- 
ment insurance, refused to issue 
exempt stamps and lower dues 
to the unemployed with the re- 
sult that it maintained and deep- 
ened the split between the un- 
employed and employed from 
which both suffered and helped 
to throw hundreds of thousands 
of workers from the unions. 

“Today, however, we see the 
great promise that this will be 
done in the Atlantic City deci- 
sions of the CIO, which has 
elaborated a program of social 
and labor legislation, public 
works, increased relief, and 1

im- 
mediate organization within each 
union to realize these demands, 
as the first task. They will take 
the form, within many industries 
and plants, of a struggle with-

What to Fight 


“It will take the form,” Sta- 
chel continued, “of a_ fight 
against speed-up within’ the 


given industries and plants for 
a guaranteed minimum number 
of hours per week and a guar- 
anteed minimum number of 
weeks per year of employment, 
against wage cuts, and for higher 
wages to meet the rising cost of 
living. 

“It must also assume the char- 
acter of a broader struggle of 
the unions jointly with the rest 
of the labor movement to fight 
for social and labor legislation 
to benefit workers, farmers and 
middle class people generally by 
fighting for a genuine wages and 
nours bill, which should raise 
weges and decrease hours; by 
fighting for relief for the pov- 
erty stricken farmers; by de- 
manding a strengthening of the 
Social Security Act along the 
lines proposed by the CIO; by 
fighting for the extension of the 
WPA and housing program; for 
increased funds to issue relief

private employment or govern- 
ment work. 

“The movement must entail, or 
include, a program of taxation 
which will place the burden 
upon the big capitalists. We 
favor the balancing of the bud- 
get by taxing the rich and pro- 
viding the necessities for the 
poor, 


More Educational Wort: 


“The unions should make pro- 
visions to keep their members 
in good standing. This may take 
the form of exempt stamps, par- 
tial exemption, the raising of a 
fund by the unicn as a whole 
to take care. of this, or any 
other form desired by the organ- 
ization, 

“The unions,” Stachel con- 
tinued, answering the first 
question, ‘‘should develop, par- 
ticulariy in this period, more 
educationai and cultural ac- 
tivity both for the enlighten- 
ment of the members as to 
the causes of ihe depression 
the prospects for the future, 
the tasks of the labor move- 
ment, as well as to provide the 
necessary cultural and recrea- 
tional iacilities to keep the 
allegiance of the unemployed 
workers to the union.” 
Emphasizing the practical ad- 
vantages for the unions which 
will result from the immediate 
Struggle in detense of the inter- 
ests of unemployed ard _ part- 
time working union members, 
Stachel related his experiences 
of a recent discussion with or- 
ganized steel workers in the Big 
Sparrows Point mills of the 
Bethlehem Steel at Baltimore. 


Remain Union Members 


“I recently had an occasion 
to meet with a number of these 


workers,” he said. “For a num- 
ber of causes; the union had 
not organized the majority of 


workers in the plant. These same 
workers are now facing mass 
unemployment. Early in Novem- 
ber 6,v0U were laid otf, and it 
was quite obvious from our dis- 
cussion, that if the union in the 
Sparrows Point mill were to de- 
velop a real program to tight for 
the unemployed, to get werk or 
relief for them—this would re- 
sult in getting not only the un- 
employed, .but the employed 
workers in the mill into the un- 
lon—tor they would see in the 
union protection. 

Stachel again stressed the 
point that the unemployed mem- 
pers in the unions today must 
feel “that they are actually a 
part of the organization with 
tull rights and »penefits.” 

Continuing the interview, the 
writer put tne following question 
to Comrade Stachel: 

“In relation to the present in- 
dustrial recession, what immed- 
late features of the Roosevelt 
program are partly responsible 
tor the ‘slump’—and what role 
should the unions play in the 
legislative field to strengthen 
the New Deal program?” 


A Wages Hours Bill 


N HIS reply, Stachel put the 

writer’s question - in 
way: 

“I would reframe the ques- 
tion,” he said, “it would be 
more correct to state ‘what spe- 
cific policies of finance capital 
are responsible for the present 
recession; and as far as legis- 
lation is concerned, we might 
put it this way: what proposals 
had the administration brought 
forward which were rejected by 
the reactionaries and also to 
what extent have Roosevelt’s 
tendencies to yield to some of 
the pressure of the reactionaries 
contributed to the recession?’ 
“While we as Communists 
fully realize that as long as cap- 
italism exists, there will be un- 
employment, nevertheless, our 


another 


estimate of the present reces- 
sion is that it was not inevitable 
at this time, and there are still 


forces making for’ recovery 
which have not yet been ex- 
hausted and which can be de- 


veloped. Had Congress passed a 
real wages and hours bill in 
the last session, had Roosevelt 
not tended to yield to the reac- 
tionaries in cutting down jobs 
and relief for the unemployed; 
had a stronger hand been em- 
ployed in the fight against un- 
employment, high prices, all of 
which contributed to decreasing 
the consuming capacities of the 
masses, mucn of this could have 
been avoided. It is the program 
as outlined in the first ques- 
tion.” 


In the Political Field 


GTACHEL was next asked how 

best the fight against lay-offs, 
unemployment, etc., could be ex- 
tended into the progressive pcli- 


tical field, involving especially 
in a struggle on the _ political 


front, such organizations as La- 
bor’s Non-Partisan League, the 
American Labor Party, the Com- 
monwealth Federation, the Min- 
nesota Farmer-Labor Party, and 
sO On, 

To this question, he replied: 

“The present attack of the 

reactionaries, and their sabe- 
tage of recovery, which they 
are now carrying into the 
Special Session of Congress, 
ali indicates that more and 
more, we are facing in this 
country the struggle between 
the forces of progress and 
reaction. The forces of pro- 
gress are moving in the dir- 
ection of a greater share for 
the people of the great wealth 
that this country has and can 
produce; while the reactionar- 
ies and their policies bring 
nothing but misery, starvation, 
reaction and the threat of fas- 
cism and war to the Amer- 
ican people. 

“In this historic struggle which 
the American people faces today, 
it is necessary that the people 
shall be organized. It is neces- 


sary that labor shall be united 
and champion the interests of 
the working class as a whole, 


which also implies the interests 
of ali the common people. 


Unity, Organization 


“Labor also must ally itself 
politically with the progressives. 
Because of our present set-up 
in pelities, the two party system 
the people are still to be found 
in large numbers in both parties 
and particularly in the Demo- 
cratic Party, that is, those forees 
in the Democratic Party who 
support the New Deal.” — 

Beginnings of a People’s Front, 
however small, are becoming 
apparent, he pointed out. How- 
ever, the two cardinal points for 


carrying this broad popular 
movement forward are unity, 
and more and more organiza- 


tion. Elaborating this point Sta- 
chel went on: 

“We already see in the poli- 
cies as developed by President 
Roosevelt in his various speech- 
es, and the propoals of the 
CIO, the embryo of a People’s 
Front program for which the 
masses are striving. What the 
people still lack to carry through 
tals pregram, is proper organiza- 
tion. Here some advances are 
being made, through the organi- 
zation of the LNPL, which has 
in a number of localities ripened 
into independent political parties, 
such as the American Labor 
Party in New York State and 
various other third party move- 
ments in the West. 

It is our belief that at the 
present juncture these forces 
that stand for the People’s Front 
program must work through the 
LNPL, through all those organ- 
izations that it can rally to its

Alabam O10 Body 
For Freedom of 
Scottsboro Boys 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala.—The an- 


sole 


favorably on resolutions urging 
the freedom of the remaining 
Scottsboro boys and _ endorsing 
federal anti-lynching legislation 
was hailed by Joseph S. Gelders, 
southern representative of the 
National Committee for People’s 
Rights, as an_ indication that 
Alabama is moving forward rap- 
idly as a progressive state. 

“The action on the Scottsboro 
case,’ Mr. Gelders said, “taken 
by the main labor organization 
of the state, demonstrates that a 
majority of the people of Ala- 
bama now definitely recognize 
that the boys are innocent. 

“The action on the anti-lynch- 
ing bill confirms the results of 
the Gallup Institute poll which 
showed a majority of southern- 
ers opposed to lynching and fa- 
voring federal legislation to curb 
it. We have always maintained 
lynching was carried out 
not by the ‘people,’ but by a 
small group of interested, sadis- 
tic reactionaries. 

“We believe that the action of 
the state CIO will contribute 
materially to establishing better 
relations between the races in 
Alabama, since it is directed to- 
ward removing sources of irrita- 
tion and distrust. The executive 
board, and especially Mr. Wil- 
liam Mitch, deserve high praise 
for this example of labor states- 
manship.”

Lundeberg knows, now, that 
ithere would be no golden throne 
for him in the CIO.

Surely he, of 
lall people, must know _ that 
there is no such thing as “in- 
dependence” at this stage of the 
game. He must know that a 
ivote for “independence” is even- 
itually a vote for AFL affiliation.

SCORES FORD 
LABOR POLICY 


Auto King’s Disregard of 
Workers’ Rights Assailed 
by Civil Rights Group 


DETROIT—The Rev. John H. 
Bollens, chairman of the Civil 
Rights Federation, struck at the 
flagrant disregard of workers’ 
constitutional rights by Ford 
Motor Company controlled police 
following the unwarranted arrest 
of sixty United Auto Workers’ 
organizers near Ford’s Dearborn, 
Mich., plant. 

“Complete disregard of con- 
stitutional rights by the offi- 
cials of the city of Dearborn 
indicates the extent of control 
of Dearborn by the Ford Motor 
Company. In Dearborn’ the 
question is not what are the 
guaranteed rights of American 
citizens? but, what is the will 
of the Ford Motor Company? 

“We oppose the un-American 

attitude and action of Mayor 
Carey of Dearborn in taking it 
upon himself to tear up the 
Constitution of the United States 
and arresting citizens in peace- 
ful pursuit of their business, for 
the purpose of giving the Ford 
Motor Company a special ad- 
vantage in destroying labor’s 
rights to organize,” declared Rev. 
Bollens, who heads 311 religious 
and progressive organizations, 
representing 500,000 people af- 
filiated with the Civil Rights 
Federation. 

So intense has indignation be- 
come against the fascist-like tac- 
tics of Ford that a National Cit- 
izens Committee for Protection 
of Civil Rights in the Automo- 
bile Industry has been set up. 

In existence only a short time, 
the committee has already drawn 
into its membership scores of 
prominent persons. Among them 
are such names as Sherwood An- 
derson, Harry Elmer Barnes, Bi- 
shop Edgar Blake, Kate Crane- 
Garts, Sherwood Eddy, Kirby

'CIO Threatens 


Labor Holiday 
To Halt Terror 


60 Jailed in Latest Mass 
Arrest at Kansas City’s 
Ford Factory 


KANSAS CITY—The contin- 
ued reign of police terror against 
pickets at the Ford Assembly 
plant threatened a labor holiday 
involving between 35,000 and 
40,000, when ninety singing and 
shouting men and women were 
jailed after they had tried to 
re-establish a picket line at the 
plant the night of December 14. 

Sixteen pickets had been ar- 
rested on charges of disturbing 
the peace a few days ago when 
sixty-five police, who had been 
massed at the factory gates un- 
der direction of detective D. E. 
Raddish, swooped down on them 
and bundled them off to jail. 

The recent arrests followed 
the statement by Police Captain 
Hugh M. Daugherty that he did 
not consider the strike is bona 
fide, because “the plant is in 
operation.” 

Jack Swift, organizer for the 
CIO Auto Workers Union, said 
that despite police intimidation, 
that pickets would continue to 
patrol the Ford factory. 

“They will be arrested as fast 
as they appear,’ declared Daugh- 
erty. 

Carl Stevens, international re- 
presentative of the CIO, indi- 
cated the sympathy strike when 
he said: 

“We are determined to win if 
we have to call a labor holiday. 
We are demanding our rights. 

“When the Ford plant reopen- 
ed after a six-week shutdown, 
none of the CIO officers or 
committee-men were re-hired. 
In fact, men have been dis- 
charged since the plant reopened 
because they were CIO members. 
We have repeatedly asked for 
a conference with Ford officials 
and have been consistently re- 
fused.” 

All those arrested have so far 
refused to make bond. Union 
officials, in the meantime, were 
preparing to file a petition for 
an injunction to restrain police 


from interfering with peaceful 
picketing. ,
